"The Applicants' invention is a method and apparatus for routing a particular 
message from a sender in a first digital mobile network to an intended receiver in a 
second, different digital mobile network by reformatting the original routing information 
associated with the message into a routing format that is determined on a message-by- 
message basis, depending on the destination receiver identifier, in order to allow 
transmission of the message between incompatible digital mobile networks. This 
reformatting of the routing information is transparent to the sender and the receiver of 
the message, and the message body remains unchanged." (page 2) 

"The method of Carey is quite different other art of record." (page 3) 

"In particular, Carey fails to digital mobile network."(page 3)

Examiner's response: 

In addition to page 2, para. [0024] and [0025], Carey also teaches at page 4, para. 
[0033], "If, on the other hand, at decision block 144, the recipient is a user with an 
instant message session active through the instant message routing server 24, the 
instant message routing server 24 receives the instant message, block 148. Then, at 
block 150, the instant message routing server 24 prepares the received instant 
message according to the predefined protocol and sends the prepared instant 
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message to the short message service center 32, where the short message service 
center 32 stores and forwards the instant message to the mobile carrier 36 
according to the predefined wireless protocol, block 152." 

What Carey teaches is that "the instant message routing server 24 receives the instant 
message" and then the server 24 "prepares the received instant message according 
to the predefined protocol and sends the prepared instant message to the short 
message service center 32" which then "stores and forwards the instant message to 
the mobile carrier 36 according to the predefined wireless protocol." Herein Carey 
specifically teaches that "instant message" is received, the same "instant message" is 
prepared according to predefined protocol, the same prepared (now remember that 
preparation only includes the change in accordance with the protocol) "instant message" 
is sent to the short message sen/ice center 32, where the short message service center 
32 stores and forwards the same "instant message" to the mobile carrier 36 according 
to the predefined wireless protocol, block 152." 

Thus, Carey clearly elucidates "routing a particular message from a sender in a 
first digital mobile network to an intended receiver in a second, different digital mobile 
network by reformatting the original routing information associated with the message 
into a routing format that is determined on a message-by-message basis, depending on 
the destination receiver identifier, in order to allow transmission of the message 
between incompatible digital mobile networks." And also, therefore, the reformatting of 
the routing information is transparent to the sender and the receiver of the message, 
and the message body remains unchanged.
